We  all  remember  last  semester's 
debate  on  the  issue  of  a  dry  campus. 

The  Board  of  Higher  Education 
banned  alcoholic  beverages  from  all  pub- 
lic college  and  university  campuses. 
However,  they  granted  local  Boards  of 
Trustees  and  presidents  of  the  institu- 
tions with  the  authority  to 
designate  certain  areas 
for  the  use  of  alcohol  by 
those  twenty-one  years 
of  age  and  older.  The 
Board  also  called  for  the 
strengthening  and 
re-evaluation  of  "current 
campus  alcohol  policy." 
Reasonable?   Maybe. 

A  committee  with  representatives  from 
the  Substance  Awareness  Task  Force, 
the  All  College  Council  Student  Affairs 
Committee,  Student  Government 
Association,  and  ad  hoc  members  of  the 
Fitchburg  State  College  community,  was 
formed  to  review  the  alcohol  policy  and 


make  the  changes  that  they  thought 
would  best  suit  our  campus.  The  com- 
mittee, "...does  not  support  a  campus- 
wide  ban  on  alcohol." 

Instead,  it  supports  increased  educa- 
tion, "uniform  and  consistent  enforce- 
ment" of  the  sanctions  stated  in  the  new 
policy,  and  they  feel 
that  the  combination  of 
these  "will  increase 
accountability  and  pro- 
mote the  responsible 
use  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages." 

On  December  10, 
1997  a  final  proposal 
was  approved  by  the  All  College  Council. 
On  January  7,  1998  the  Board  of 
Trustees  approved  the  same  proposal  for 
a  new  alcohol  policy,  making  only  minor 
changes. 

So,  what  changes  were  made  to  the 
alcohol  policy  that  we  already  had  in 
place 
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The  Board  of  Higher 
Education  banned 
alcoholic  beverages 
from  all  public  college 
and  university  cam- 
puses.

Centers,  and  Ronald  E.  McNair  Program

There  are  currently  one-hundred  and 
thirty  spaces  available  to  students  who

Department  of  Education;  it's  goal  is  to 
help  students  overcome  barriers.  It  falls 
under  the  Trio  Programs  which  used  to 
number  three.  That  number  has  now 
increased  to  five  and  includes  Student 
Support  Services,  Upward  Bound,  Talent 
Search,         Educational        Opportunity 
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Center  at  Fitchburg  State  will 
conduct  an  Informational 
Evening  Wednesday  February 
11  at  5:00pm  in  the  Newman 
Center.

When  Joseph  Docimo  set  out  to  open  a 
business  in  downtown  Fitchburg  he  had  a 
mission:  to  bring  the  unique  feel  of 
Boston's  North  End  to  Fitchburg.  In  a  city 
where  empty  shops  line  Main  Street  and 
most  new  businesses  fail,  Mocha  Alley, 
perhaps  because  of  its  uniqueness,  has 
managed  to  thrive.  The  restaurant,  locat- 
ed on  Mill  Street  (next  to  the  parking 
garage)  has  been  a  success  ever  since  it 
opened  last  July. 

Mocha  Alley  offers  an  assortment  of 
baked  goods  delivered  fresh  from 
Boston's  North  End.  The  cafe  has  a 
rotating  menu  of  more  than  thirty  break- 
fast pastries  and  dessert  delicacies. 
These  range  from  traditional  favorites  like 
canoles,  turtle  cheesecake,  and  turama-

School.  We  are  lucky  to  have  this  pro- 
gram, as  it  is  difficult  to  put  into  place. 
Expanding  Horizons  is  being  utilized  in 
seven-hundred  and  seven  colleges 
throughout  the  nation,  and  brings  in 
$180,000  per  year.  It  will  be  funded  for 
four  years,  and  can  be  renewed  if  there  is 
interest,  and  if  they  are  doing  a  good  job.

Day  Origin

When  Emperor 
Claudius  was  informed  of  these  cere- 
monies Valentine  was  sent  to  prison 
where  he  remained  until  his  death .  on 
February  14  in  the  year  270AD. 

History  also  claims  that  while 
Valentine  was  in  prison  awaiting  execu- 
tion, he  fell  in  love  with  the  blind  daughter 
of  the  jailer,  Asterius.  Through  his 
unswerving  faith,  he  miraculously 
restored  her  sight.  He  signed  a  farewell 
message  to  her  "From  Your  Valentine,"  a 
phrase  that  would  live  long  after  its 
author  died.

Have  you  ever  worried  about  your 
environment?  Have  you  ever  voiced 
concerns  about  the  water  we  drink, 
pesticides  in  our  food,  hunger  and 
homelessness  in  the  world's  richest 
country,  or  the  extinction  of  animals 
due  to  habitat  encroachment?  There 
is  a  thin  line  between  talking  about 
doing  something  and  actually  doing  it. 
You  have  to  take  the  first  and  hardest 
step  and  you  can  be  well  on  your  way 
to  making  a  difference  in  this  world. 
The  opportunity  to  make  this  first  step 
exists  on  the  FSC  campus.  A  student 
run  organization  called  MASSPIRG 
(Massachusetts  Public  Interest  and 
Research  Group)  is  here  to  help  you 
accomplish  these  goals  that  will  make 
a  difference  to  your  state,  to  your 
town,  and  to  regular  people.  Last 
semester  the  Water  Watch  Campaign 
organized  a  river  clean-up  on  a  sec- 
tion of  the  Nashua  River  near 
Coolidge  Park  (just  down  the  hill  from 
campus).  Donning  latex  gloves  and 
armed  with  trash  bags  donated  by 
FSC,  a  group  of  about  fifteen  people 
including  members  from  Phi  Beta 
Sigma  pulled  out  approximately  eight- 
hundred  pounds  of  trash  from  the  river 
in  about  three  hours.

Really,  some  classics  are  better  left  in 
written  form.  The  movie  doesn't  do 
Charles  Dickens  justice,  although  the  act- 
ing is  superb  and  Gwenyth  Paltrow  looks 
great  naked,  small  boobs  and  all.  It's  a 
wonder  they  couldn't  do  more  with  this 
story  -  the  film  as  a  whole  is  a  flop, 
despite  dramatic  scenery. 

Gwenyth  Paltrow  gives  the  role  of 
Estella  an  erotic  twist.  When  I  read  the 
story  as  a  kid,  I  don't  think  I  quite  pictured 
her  character  this  way...  then  again,  I 
was  a  very  prudent  child.

Anne  Bancroft  played  a  fabulous  Miss 
Dinnsdale.  I  found  myself  fascinated  by 
her  wrinkles. 


Dickens  aside,  the  film  on  its  own  is 
too  flaky  -  it  doesn't  have  enough  sub- 
stance to  get  anywhere  with  the  audi- 
ence. I  left  the  theater  feeling  unsatisfied, 
like  I  was  missing  something.  The  movie 
didn't  strike  a  chord  with  me,  even  though 
it  was  a  love  story  and  I  really  go  for  that 
kind  of  sap. 

The  grand  failure  of  the  film  is  by  no 
means  the  fault  of  the  actors  -  maybe 
Alfonso  screwed  up  (director  =  Alfonso 
Cuaron)...  or  maybe  the  classic  story  just 
doesn't  have  what  it  takes  to  make  it  on 
screen.  Dickens'  writing  is  very  descrip- 
tive, with  the  plot  weaving  itself  around 
some  pretty  concrete  scenery.  Movies 
don't  work  this  way  -  multiple  plot  twists 
are  essential  when  creating  a  two-hour 
film.

/  Know  What  You  Did  Last  Summer 
by  Lois  Duncan 

Lois  Duncan's  book  /  Know  What  You 
Did  Last  Summer  was  about  teen  horror. 
It  all  began  when  the  four  teenagers  hit  a 
10-year  old  on  a  bicycle.  They  left  him 
there  to  die,  swearing  to  never  tell  what 
happened. 

The  four  seemingly  heartless  teens 
were  a  smart,  morally-centered  girl,  a 
cheerleader  who  dreamt  of  acting,  a  boy 
who  wanted  to  play  football,  and  a  boy 
whose  family  lived  in  poverty  They  left 
the  10-year  old  there  because  the  driver 
was  over  18,  and  was  afraid  of  conviction. 
Because  nobody  saw  what  happened, 
and  the  boy  was  unconscious,  they  fig- 
ured they  were  safe. 

They  were  wrong. 

The  next  summer,  they  got  small 


threats  in  the  mail:  a  note  that  said  simply, 
'I  know  what  you  did  last  summer,'  and  a 
picture  of  a  boy  riding  a  bicycle.  The  emi- 
nent threat  caused  the  four  friends  to  ban 
together  to  find  out  who  was  after  them. 

In  the  movie  of  the  same  name,  Kevin 
Williamson  (director  of  Scream)  added  a 
few  changes.  They  didn't  hit  a  boy,  they 
hit  a  man  crossing  the  road.  The  friends 
feared  conviction  because  they'd  been 
drinking,  and  the  smell  of  alcohol  was  all 
over  the  car.  Gone  would  be  the  acting 
and  football  careers,  and  the  hopes  of  ris- 
ing above  their  sleepy  little  town.  As 
expected,  Williamson  also  made  the 
young-adult  novel  into  a  frightening  hor- 
ror flick. 

"It's  about  secrets  and  hot  they  can  kill 
us,"  says  Kevin  Williamson,  describing  / 
Know  What  You  Did  Last  Summer. 
Williamson  goes  on  to  describe  the  teens' 
reaction  to  the  incident  as  something  that 
most  teenagers  think  they  would  do, 
under  the  circumstances. 

Although  seeing  the  town  brought  to 
life  is  interesting,  far  more  intriguing  is 
what  the  actors  did  with  their  parts.  Each

A  Civil  Action 

by  Jonathan  Harr 

A  Civil  Action,  by  Jonathan  Harr,  was  recently  filmed  in  the  Boston  area.  But,  don't 
wait  for  the  movie  -  you'll  miss  a  splendidly  written  book.  Harr  offers  at  least  one  story 
in  this  tale  of  a  civil  trial.  He  interweaves  a  story  fraught  with  emotional  pain,  and  the 
trauma  that  lawyers  on  both  sides  experience.  Harr's  character  sketches  are  excel- 
lently done  -  he  manages  to  combine  an  analysis  of  his  subjects  into  their  basic  story. 

Personal  anecdotes,  interviews,  and  dialogue  combine  to  further  Harr's  descrip- 
tion of  the  characters  and  the  events.  The  book  describes  the  trial  as  all-consuming, 
yet  makes  the  reader  aware  that  the  attorneys  and  the  citizens  all  have  their  own 
lives  outside  of  this  trial.  At  the  same  time,  this  page-turner  keeps  you  in  suspense 
until  the  end  of  the  trial. 

Jonathan  Harr's  book  is  a  lesson  in  writing  a  gripping  storyline  in  poetic  prose. 
Although  the  story  is  based  on  an  actual  civil  trial,  it  almost  has  a  fictional  feel  to  it. 
This  can  only  be  attributed  to  the  immense  amount  of  work  that  Harr  put  into  the 
book.  The  background  information  on  his  characters  and  their  thoughts  and  con- 
cerns could  not  have  been  better  constructed  had  he  made  them  up. 

Indeed,  by  the  end  of  this  book,  characters  such  as  Anne  Anderson  and  Donna 
Robbins  had  felt  like  close  personal  friends.  I  had  'listened'  to  their  gossip  and  their 
concerns.  I  had  'seen'  their  children  in  agony.  I  experienced  their  suffering  at  being 
helpless.    It  was  inspiring,  to  say  the  least. 

The  movie  will  star  John  Travolta,  but  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  it  will  have  half  as 
much  depth.   Read  the  book  -  it's  a  better  experience.
